Y.ord Napler om the War Iun Abysminis,

The London Times of July 22d suys:—Yester-
day the hoporary treedom of the corporation of
the city of London, with asword ol the value
ol two hundred guineas, was publicly presented
to Baron Napler, in the Guaildhall, in porsuaoce
of a resolution of the Court of Common Council
uunnimously adopted at & recent meetiog, in
admiration of the rortitude, skill, enerey, and
promptitude displayed by him in h:mrmg tha
Abyesiniun war 1o a successful aud brilliant
clorke. In the evening the Lord Mayor and the
Lady Mayoress enterained his Royal Hhglness
the Duke of Cambridge, Lord and Lady Nupier,
and many otlier persons of distinetion, at din-
ner at the Mansion House, which was served in
the Egypuan ball. The guests were about two
bundzed fn number,

Lord Napler of Magdala, who was received
with prolonged and enthusiastie cheering, in
replying to the toast in his honor, said in his
remarks:—It s & source of very grest gratifica-
tion 10 me and 1o uvn:rf member of the Abyssi-
nian expedition to find thal our seérvices have
been received g0 favorably by our coountrymen
of nll clusses, and that we have been considerad
to have done our duty. 1 must say that we are
under great obligations to the government of
1his country which supplied us promptly and
epeedily with everything we required, To the
head of the government of India in this conntry,
Bir Staflord Nertheote, our acknowledgments are
pecullurly due, nor cun I abstuin from meptioa-
ing the names of the military committee under
Bir 8, Northcote—S8ir . J. Hugsey Vivian, Gen-
eral  Baker, Capiuin  Eastwick aond Major
General Pears, 1o whom we are ereatly indebred
for the lubor, promptitude, and judgoient which
enabled them to point out the wants which
were supplied. I am also much indebted Lo the
Duke of Cambridge, who so promptly and with-
out regard to precedent gave me the officers |
solicited, whase skill and courage I had wit-
nessed before, and whose services I was con-
yvinced it was highly desirnble to obtain,
(Cheers,) The Viceroy of India, too, came to
our assistance when we were in great ditficulties
and sent us camel drivers aud mule drivers,
without whose ald we would scarcely have
advanced., 1 bave alzo to express my acknow-
ledgements to the Governor of Madras, my
honorad nanmesake, Lord Napier of Merchistoun,
wlo eave us much valuable assistance. 1 must
also express my gratitude 1o the Governor
o! Bowmbay, Bir Seymour
fmmenge labor he bestowed on the equipment of
the expedition, snd the great assistance he
sfforded us on every ogcasion after we left
Bombay and whenever we required the ad of
the Bombay Government, [ have but one word
to say in reference to the conduct of the men,
The couduct of all the members ol the force was
exemplary in the highest degree. They vied
with each other in devotion to the Queen and
in the pertormance of their duty  This was not
the first time that 1 had secen British soldiers
Yavor gealously, but I never saw them luber
beiter thun on this occasion. The native sol-
diers abandoned all their prejudices, and vied
with tbhe Erglish gordiers in zeal, I may wen-
tion that on one ocoasion soon after I urrived, I
rode round the works, and came upon & regl
ment of Bengal native tronps, who knew some-
thing of me personslly and somethiog by tradi-
tion. Efome Prussan oflicers who honored us
with their compuny could vot think what had
bappencd sheu they saw even these men, with
butkets of earth, daucing about with joy. They
were expressing their delight that the Com-
mander-io-Chiefl had come amoug them teo see
thew at work, | cannot do too much justics to
a Belooehee regiment for their devotion, and
1itt'e behind them, it uny, vere the Tenth Bom-
bay mative regiment, A great part of these men
were Hindustanis, but they were us willing as
any other races to do their duty, aud they were
an honor to their Presidency. 'f‘ho services ol
the cavalry were ¢qually meritorious, I caanot
but feel grateful to the foree under my command
through who:e exertions | am lndebted for the
favors 1 have received. We all did our best, but
witbout the zeal apd cordial go-operation of
every officer and soldier under my command our
success would not have been complete,

The Latest Murder Trial.

The Paris (July 21) correspondence of the
London Juvmes ssysi—Two women, Marie Flep-
tot, & domestic servaut, aged twonty-tour, nod
het mother, Marguerite Merlette, have just besn
tried in Paris on 8 charge of murder, The victim
wos a lady named Chanteresy, sged Giy, and
unmarried, but who, for more than tweoty
vears, bad cohabited with a person named
¥orest, a bullder, and passed as his wife. She
l'i:‘ldt.'[i‘ during the summer, at a vleasant
villa on tke banks of the Marne, at La Varenne-
Bt..-Hilaire, a ghort distance Irom Pans; M,
Forest, beiug delained 1n town by bosiness,
wuse nlways absent irom This country seat
during the week, and only arrived on Saturdny
evening to stay over the Sanday, AL ubout 130
o'clock on the morning of the 10th of August
last, the house at La Varcoue was discovered to
be on fire. The flames were got nnder in about
an bour, after which the body of Mud'lle
Chunterean was found on the bed, which had
only been partially burned; the head wus come-

letely earbonizod, but singularly enough, the

ody wis only scorched and the matiresses on
which it lay were not destroyed. Tais fuct
struck the person who had come to render
asristance, aopd the first Impresston was that a
crime had beon committed, suspicion {alling on
the servant Fleutot, who was alone with
Mad'lle Chanterean at the time ol the disaster;
but as M. Forest found his property in the
house {0 the amount of aver 300,000 fravcs in
cash and securities remalning intact, and as the
body bore no murks of viclence, thatsupposis
tion fell to the ground, and the fire and the
dexth of Mad'lle Chaptereau were concluded
to have Dbeen the result of accldent. In
}'t.-lsrum{ last, however, from information
which M, Forest received, a search was
made in an apartment at Beroy oceupied by the
mother of the girl Fleutot, aud u large quantity
ol property was found, eounsisting of bedding,
linen, jewelry, articles of wearlng apparél, ete.,
of the value of from 4000 francs to 5000 fruncs,
all of which had belopged to the deceased lady.
A judicial inguniry was then opened aud showed
that the murder must have been committed by
the woman Fleutot, assisted by her mother, who
went frequently to visit her, aud they were in
consequence both arvested. The cireumstantial
evidence was conclusive, and the prisoners were

ench condemned to hard ‘abor for life, On
hearing the sentence the girl Fleatot, who had

probubly expected a capital punishmeut, could
pot restrailn a emile ot satisfaction, which ex-
cited the indignation of the publie present, und
some eries of “death! denth!" were heard from
the nudience.

The Duke de Montpensier's Troubles,

The semi-official Freuch papers have orders to
contradict the report that the French Govern-
ment had given intformation to the Spauish Gov-
ernment respecting the revolutionary fotrigues
recently attributed to the Dake de Montpensier,
The Franee and the Constitwionnel both say that
the Emperor's Government knew nothing what-

The phrases objected o in the report did not
ewanate from the Prussian Government, and
must be atiributed to lukccurate inlerpretations
of analytic  instructions, It the Prus-
sian report, on closer exumination,
should be found to contain suything deroga-
tory to the Italian srmy or Goverumunt,
it would be eusy fo obtaln explanations,
withount raising this delicate matter in Parlis-
ment. The question was therelore supertluons
and mopportvne, Gen, Della Marmorn, defer.
ring 10 the wigh of Gen, Menabres, suid he would
not perslat in putting the guestion of which he
hud given notice. He admitted the inacoaracy
of the French franslution in ceriain respects,
but having rewd the German original, he was
not #o easily eatistied as Gen, Mensbrea. He
therefore demanded the publleation of a com-
plete report by the Ttahan stafl of the compaign
of 1866, Gen, Menabres replied that the Ttalinn
stall was aiready engaged upon the compilation
of euch o report,

Burning of the Notta Thentrs.

The Turly Gazette gives detulls of the burning
of the Notta Theatre, In shat place. The disaster
occurred during the performance of Crispino ¢
la Comare, The house was crowded, und the
piece had arrived st abont the middle of the
second net, when the scream of & woman wis
heard from behind the scenes, followed by the
potse of hurrled footsteps snd m ery of “Keep
your places; it 15 nothing.” The ¢lothes of n
femule dupcer bad caught fire, und in ber lerror
#he bad rop sbout with her skirt in a blaze, nud
Liad thus set light to some drupery at the wings;

she was, however, firmly enveloped in m linen
cloth, and the flames of her dresa extinguished
before she had suflered any injury, The alarm
had, however, spread smong the spectaior:,
and a general rush was made to the doors; tor a
moment there was great danger of loas of life
from {hc pressure, but fome youns men who
were In the gallery above und could see what
was going on near the siage called ont that the
fire was over. Abont half of the spectators then
returned to Lheir seats, while thoe who were
nearest the door left the bullding, The dieaster
had, indeed, lor 4 moment appesred to be at an
end, a8 the canvas on five had been torn down
and trampled under foot. Bat the flames bad
found in the painted scenes and lHeht wood work
an aliment too favorable, and the Hame: again
appeating, the panic once more becamo general,
eoreams werae heard on all mides, several women
faloted, many persons jumped from the windows
ou the staircase, aod every one made for the
street, leaving behind hats, shawls, nmbrellas,
ete,  Fortupately the theatre had been partly
emplied at the first alarm, aud every one was
able to gel away in eafety,

SPAIN.
Libherty—Imprisonment
Protestamtism

In the English Houge ol Commons, on the
20th of July, Mr. Baines nsked the Secretary of
Biate for Foreign Aflairs If It wis true that
Julian de Vargas, o Spamish schoolmuster at
Mulaga bad been imprisoned in a fvloa’s privon
sinee the 12th of March, and was now under
prosecution by the Figcal, who demanded n sen-
tence of reveutern months’ imprisoument for
baving in hig house a Bpunish Bible and Teatu-
menyjand aftew French Protestant books not of
n coutroversial characier; and wherher he
would use the fricudly intluence of this Govern-
ment with the Government ot Spain to oban
an abandoumwent of this 1ligious persecurion,
#0 culenlated to offend the publie leehing of the
rest of Europe, whore the rights of couseience
ure now ackno wledged by the luw of all conu-
tries, Protestaut, Roman Cuthelie, and even
Mohumm edan,

Lord Stavley #aid he believed the facts of the
case were that 4 man named Vargas, a school-
master st Malaga, had beeu in prison some
weeks, and”was at present under prosecution,
but there was some discrepaicy in the various
stutements which bad reacbed him as to the
precige usture of the charge, If be onderstood
it uright, the charge was not for haviog Protest-
ant books iv his possession, but that he, beine n
echoolmasier, wie allsged to have taveht Pro-
testant doetrine; and the fnct ot Lis having these
books in his possession was brought forward 1o
support of the charge. The peoceedings msti-
tuted were by the local authorities, aad not
by the Bpauish Government. Tois was
a very delicate matter for Her Majesty’s
Government to meddle with, because, as
the man was a Spanish subject, they hnd no
suthorivy whatever Lo interiere, Any commuul-
cution between the two Governments must be
of the most friendly churacter, and even fn that
case they had to guard most carefully against
even the appearance of wishing to dictate 1o thes
Spanich Government, The only ground vpon
which diplomatic acuon could be [ounded va u
case of thas kind wns that such proceediugy
tended to create a pood deal of excitement
among the Protestant commuanities which might
resultin i1l teeling, and on that ground alune he
had felt himself at liberty, in a friendly aud un-
official mavner, to alvise the Spanish Govern.
ment to deal with Vareas with as muoch
lenieney as possible under the circnmstances,
Beyond that he did not think proper to go.

American natien will be transmitted from gene-
ration to generstion, aud will be traced in in-
delible chiarncters on the hearts of Greeks, The
Greek clergy will ever pray the Bternal to grant
peace and prosperity to the world, but especially
to the nuvions so clogcly united by benetits and
by gratitude, We could herdly staud in our

reat struggle withont the favors of America;
ﬁut for American kindnese many Cretan widows
aud orphans must have perished of honger and
cold. God bless the Americans, the benelactors
of the Christiaus of the Enst|”

GENERAL GRANT.

Rebols Inmsmit Him at Et, Joseph, Mo.—
Eharp Rebuke by Gemeral Shermam.
A llt.-rjluu'h to the Chicago Pos!, from BSt,

Louis, July 30, says:—A most dastardly and
villainous Ineult was offered to General Graat
und his party, on the oocasiou ol their passage
through Bt Joseph the other duy. The crowd
ul the depot, on the General's arrival, was im-
mense, aud n most cordinl aud enthusinstic
welecome wus given bim,. 1t was observed that a
purty of Rebels were in the crowd, sod, from
certaln suspicions movements, it wus evident
that they meant mischiel,. When the General
arrived at the Pacide House the crowd had in-
creased to severasl thousands, and in answer to
the most voctterous cheers the General appeared
on the balecony und spoke a8 tollows:—

“Fellow-citizens—1 thank you for tlis very
cordial reception, bul I cannot make you s
speech, I have ueen travelling all the time for
the past two weeks in the Weatern conntry, and
it 18 the first time 1 have ever been in the West,
1 am tired and worn out, and you must there-
fore exeuse me tor not spenking,'

The General then reured, This little speoch
wae regeived with tumultuouws cheers, alier
which Gepersl Sherman was loudly called for,
und finally appeared ou the balcony., At this
juneture the plans of the Rebels were developed,

A mpn named E. 0. Hayes, having been tlled
with whisky for the ocension, tonted & horn and
others cheered for Beymour, and hooted and
howled In the most boisterous and susulting
munner.  As goon us the exetement subsided o
ltile, Genernl Shermun spoke us lollows: “Gen,
Grant and mysell know how to appreciate any
spirit of respect, but neither he vor mwyscll are
1o be disconcerted by apy lnree crowd. We are
used to lnrge crowds, and we cuunot be discon-
certed. General Grant has declined to muke
speech, and I think, occupyiog the position he
does belore the country, hie acts the part of
wisdom."

Here some one called for three cheers for
Beymour, aud the ehecrs of the roftians aud the
groane of ihe loyul people interrapted the Gene-
rul for some time, As soon us pariial guiet was
restored, General Sherman eald: “Gentiemen, |
do notin general counsel violenee, but were |
a citizen of Bt, Jesepl I would take that man
(referring to the mun who commenced the dis-
turbaunce), down to the Miskouri river and duck
him, We bave fought Rebels, and we thonght
they bsd bhad enoueh of fehting ™ This send-
ment enlled oot prolonged and hearty cheers,
and the Genersl Snding he could not be Leard
further, retiread,

Tue crowd lingered around the Pacide House
untll & very late hour, and General @rant,
finally, 8t 10 o'clock, held a levee, und shook
hands with a very large number of the poople.

General Sherman a.so Farliciputed, and an hour
more wis fpent very plogsuntly.

The old rebelllous spiric of 1861 is croppin
onut in muny parts of this 8'nte, and there wi
be lively times and not & little bloodshed before
the campaign is over, Frank Blair's lotter and
the teachings of Wade Hampton, Governor
Wite, Robert Toombs, and their allies, are
having their legitimate eflcet, and cannot resalt
but in tomult sod confliet,

General Grant arrived here last night, and
